Eden Links Two 


Ways Of Security 

LONDON, Feb. 25.—The prob- 
lems of collective security and na- 
tional defence were linked today 
| as Great Britain moved to build up| 
her fighting forces while the hope 
was voiced by Anthony Eden, for-| 
| eign secretary, that a _ stronger 
| Britain would be a greater force 
in support of the League of Nations. 

Eden yesterday made his first 
speech in the House of Commons on; 
foreign policy since he became 
foreign secretary two months ago 
| and reiterated that Britain firmly 
supported the League and the prin- | 
ciple of collective security. He was | 
non-committal as to whether the} 
government had decided to support 
an oil embargo against Italy. 


LENGTHY DEBATE 

Following a lengthy debate on 
| foreign policy, the house turned 
to supplementary estimates for the 
fighting forces and approved them. 
The estimates included 14,850,000 
for the Royal navy, £1,350,000 for 
the army and £1,611,000 for the | 
Royal Air force. Lord Stanley, par- | 
liamentary and financial secretary 
to the admiralty, told the house the 
navy estimates would be used for a 
flotilla of new, large-type destroy- 
ers. 

This non-committal attitude on 
sanctions disappointed the hopes of 
the Laber.and Liberal press, which 
accused Bden of evading the issue. 
Some newspapers asked what had 
become of the “terrible young man 
of Geneva who wanted peace s0o| 
badly.” (This’ presumably was a 
reference to Eden's warm support 
of sanctions in his capacity as Min- 
ister for League of Nations affairs). 


SAID NOTHING NEW 

The Conservative papers agreed 
that Eden ‘had ‘said nothing new but 
strongly approved his firm re- 
statement of British adhesion to the 
principle of collective security and 
-common sense in handling the 
‘sanctions question. 

The Times said: “The speech is 
stamped with general cabinet ap- 
proval, it supports Mr. Eden's thesis 
that British rearmament is neces- 
sary in order to secure disarm- 
ament, ... The remarks designed to 
appeal to the United States con- 
Science in the matter of oil sanc- 
tions will be resented by the maj- 
ority of Americans as an attempt 
to saddle the republic with respon- 
sibilities it has consistently reject- 
ed.” 

Lord Rothermere’s Daily Mail 
and Lord Beaverbrook's Daily Ex- 
press maintained their _ tirade 
against the principle of collective 
security.

Holds No Malign Grip on 
Newly Formed Bank 
of Canada 


OTTAWA, Feb. 25.—Any supposi- 
tion that the Bank of England ex- 
ercised @ “universal and malign in- 
fluence in financial matters the 
world over” was described as ‘‘non- 
sense’ by Graham Ford Towers, 
governor of the Bank of Canada, in 
his address at the annual meeting 
of shareholders today. 

In any event, Mr. Towers added, 
“one can safely rely upon the Cen- 
tral banks and governments of the 
respective dominions to see that no 
undue or pernicious influence is 
exerted. In these unsettled times| 
the real problems of Central banks 
are grave enough. It would be re- 
grettable if the burden were in- 
creased by the addition of imagin- 
ary complications.” 


STRUCTURE SURVIVES 

The world’s business structure 
had apparently survived a period 
during which “international com- 


mon-sense has been conspicuous by 
its absence,” Mr. Towers declared. 
“In a world designed to live and 
prosper by the interchange of com- 
modities and services, almost every 


possible effort has been made to 
hamper or prohibit such  inter- 
change.” 


It was the first annual meeting | 
of shareholders. The bank was 
opened March 11, 1935. A balance 
sheet was presented showing opera- 
tions up to December 31, 1935. 

On opening the bank assumed re- 
sponsibility for redemption of all 
Dominion notes issued and outstand- 
ing—a liability of $185,455,439. To

TREASURY BILLS

treasury bills held by chartered 
banks in the same amount The 
Bank of Canada therefore started 
business with $150,000,000 of gov- 


ernment securities in addition to 
the gold and silver 
Gold holdings taken over from 


chartered banks, in accordance with 
the Bank of Canada Act, totalled 
$37,128,000 valued at the nominal 
rate of $20.67 an ounce. This with 
gold taken over from the Domin- 
jon treasury amounted to $106,584,- 
000. At the current market price | 
of gold these holdings appreciated 
by $73,500,000.

The 
board of directors of the new trade 
promotion group contain many 
“big names,” including heads of the 
important banks of the two coun- 
tries. Japan's great investment 
houses, Mitsubishi and Matsui, are 
also represented. 

In general, says its organizers, the 
Sino-Japanese trade council will 
promote the investment of Japanese 
capital in projects aimed at the 
development of China’s raw ma- 
terials. Minerals, cotton and wool 
are among the goods Japan hopes 
to help China produce in larger 
quantities. Much of the increased 
output would be absorbed by Jap- 
anese industries, reducing their de- 
pendence on other countries.

Government to Follow Out 
Policy of Former Ad- 
ministration 


“This government is going to fol-* 
low out the policy of the former 
government and dispose of all the 
rural telephone lines. Private own- 
ership is more satisfactory than 
government ownérship. We have 
sold portions of the rural telephone 
system with a book value of $4,693,- 
000 for amounts totalling $198,000. 
There is practically nothing of any 
value left except the Grande Prairie. 
Peace River line and we propose to 
sell that.” 

Thus announced Hon. W. A.: Fal- 
low, Minister of Telephones in the 
Legislature on Monday afternoon, 
when quizzed by D. M. Duggan, Al 
berta Conservative leader, to in- 
form the house of any proposals re- 
ceived by the government for the 
purchase of the government tele- 
phone system, of sales to private 
mutual groups’ of portions of the 
rural telephone system. 


NO PROPOSAL RECEIVED 

No proposal had been received 
by him for the purchase of the 
main telephone system, since he 
last addressed the house, stated 
Hon. Mr. Fallow. 

There are now $23 rural tele- 
phone companiés in the province, 
and those operating portions of the 
former government rural system 
had doubled the number of their 
subscribers, Portions of the rural 
system now left in possession of the 
government were impossible to op- 
erate without heavy loss. Many of 
them were s etches from 15 to 20 
miles, with only a couple of sub- 
scribers, One 18 mile stretch had 
only one subscriber on it. These 
portions of the system were becom- 
ing dangerous for lack of proper 
maintenance, and they did not pay 
to take down. 

“We have found it better to give 
a company taking over a section of 
local line an additional ten mile 
stretch of unprofitable line for 
nothing on condition that they 
would tear it down within a stated 
time,” said the Minister.

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ABANDONED GRADES 

The Canadian National Railways are asking 
the Railway Commission for permission to 
abandon 32 miles of track between Peace River 
Junction and Darson Junction, 

This would be a good time for the Railway 
Commission to make a general ruling that 
whenever a railway company abandons a section 
of track, the province may use the grade for 
a highway until such time as the company may 
want to again put down steel and convert it into 
a railway. 

Since railway lines are built with the assist- 
ance of cash grants and bond guarantees, the 
public are at least entitled to use a grade the 
railway company has abandoned, and thus 
supply themselves with transportation which 
the railway has ceased to give. 


EFFICIENCY FIRST 

Almost any cne who travels on Edmonton's 
street railway knows where those in charge 
of the system could spend $70,000 this year to 
great advantage in improving equipment, 
cheapening the costs of operation, and making 
the service safer for passengers and employees. 

Since the system is now paying its way, in- 
cluding the costs of repairs and renewals, 't is a 
bit difficult to get the viewpoint of aldermen 
who would cut this very modest renewal esti- 
mate just because the system kept going last 
year while spending cnly two-thirds of the 
amount. 

A good deal of the street railway’s equip- 
ment is obviously, patently and notoriously 
obsolete. It has been allowed to become 
simply as a means of “economy.” There is a 
point where that kind of “economy” ceases to 
be even doubtful and becomes positively dan- 
gerous. 

So long as the money is taken out of current 
revenue, council should be generous rather than 
niggardly in keeping the cars and all other 
equipment up to a high state of efficiency. 
Suppose one of these days one of the clattering 
and banging gadgets underneath should drop 
off and ditch a loaded car on a down grade?

WASHINGTON WILL DECIDE 

The sanctions committee of the League of 
Nations has finally decided to assemble on 
March 2nd and discuss the proposed embargo 
on oil, coal, iron and steel. 

The discussion will be held at Geneva, but 
the real decision will be made in Washington. 
The United States is not a member of the 
League, and not bound by any resolutions the 
League may pass. For the League to impose 
sanctions without co-related action at Washing- 
ton would accomplish nothing, except to trans- 
fer Italy's import trade in these commodities 
from League countries to the United States. 

The resources of the republic, mineral and 
industrial, are so vast it could supply Italy 
with any quantities of these materials it could 
require or use for both military and industrial 
purposes. And while the United States ad- 
ministration has been given power to restrict 
exports of these commodities to the normal 
peace-time requirements of any customer 
country, there is nothing to prevent the Italians 
starving their industrial requirements in order 
to leave the bulk of the imports for war use, 

With the United States standing out, the war 
in Abyssinia could go on for a century, for all 
League sanctions could do to halt the tanks and 
ground the air-bombers 


HE SHOULD BE HERE 

Correspondence brought down in the legis- 
lature at the week-end confirms in detail the 
difficulties with which the Provincial Govern- 
ment has been understood to be surrounded 
because of a plurality of disagreeing advisors. 

Early in January, Mr. Magor wired the 
Premier from the east, advising him to agree to 
the loan council plan proposed at Ottawa to 
regularize federal loans to provinces and pro- 
vincial debts to the Dominion.

CHRISTMAS TREES IN BRITAIN 

Apart from the existing prohibition of im-

The 
domestic product will undoubtedly be able to 
supply all demands in a few years, although 
drought and frost have brought about a tem- 
porary setback.

This looked so 
much like an action of “de 
Lawd God” in “Green Pas- 
tures” that the followers of 

J.S. Cowper the negro evangelist pro- 
claimed him divine, From “Major” Divine, he 
has become “Father” Divine. More recently 
he was promoted to be the head of a company 
known as “God, Incorporated.” 

There is very good money in successful 
evangelism. One American evangelist used a 
form of contract whereby he was paid a dollar 
a soul for every soul he saved—and did well at 
it. “God, Incorporated” is now the owner of 
numerous rooming-houses, kitchens, hotels and 
restaurants which the faithful patronize here 
below, while awaiting the call to the green 
pastures above. 


Any student of psychology—or any reader 
or theatre-goer who has read Roarck Bradford's 
“Green Pastures” or seen it acted on the stage 
by an all-negro cast—can understand the appeal 
of “Father Divine” to the emotional, illiterate 
negro. It fits his anthropomorphic conception 
Even the color and race of 
“Father Divine” is a help to them as a publisher 
found out, who got great sale for an illustrated 
Bible for the south. Its special feature was 
that the angels were all black. 

Years ago I took part in a production of 
“Uncle Tom's Cabin” put on by the Toronto 
Press Club on the stage of the Royal Alexandra. 
Most of the effects were procured by reversing 
the usual “business.” Simon Legree spoke with 
an accent to match his gentle, apologetic man- 
ner. Harry W. Anderson who last month 
resigned from the editorship of the Toronto 
Globe was immense as Little Eva. In the 
apotheosis scene Eva is wafted to Heaven on 
wires to the accompaniment of celestial music. 
We wouldn't trust Harry Anderson’s six feet 
and two hundred pounds to the risk of invis- 
ible wires, so we shot him down through a 
trapdoor in the stage at the end, while flames 
shot upwards. But we entirely overlooked the 
possibility of a choir of coal-black angels sing- 
ing “It ain’t goin’ to rain, no mo’, no mo’.” 


The remarkable thing about this letter in the 
Vancouver Sun is that it is written by a white 
man of obvious literacy, from an address in 
the west-end, and in terms of devout belief in 
the divinity of the former Joe Baker. It is 
by way of denying that “Father Divine” uses 
threats and malevolence against those who 
do not accept his claims. Says the writer: 


“Father Divine has no strange power of 
bringing disaster to anyone. Father Divine is 
God, and therefore being so, He is nothing 
but Love and Kindness. The refusal to accept 
God is enough to cause one's own destruc- 
tion. Any person or persons that antagon- 
izes God, or who tries to antagonize Him are 
the means of their own destruction. 

“Father Divine wants no party as a co- 
operation, but they can come to Him for His 
co-operation if they will abide by His teach- 
ings. 

“In the same Father’s Mind and Spirit.” 


The name and address of the writer are 
given. 

A friend who was present at one of the 
meetings of the “Father Divine” religionists in 
the Vancouver “Heaven” recently, tells me that 
out of the two hundred adherents present, cnly 
four were colored. The remainder were whites. 
The two hundred “angels” all joined in singing 
their ritual “Father Divine is God, is God; is 
God, is God,” etc., etc. Most of the 22,000,000 
followers that Father Divine claims are said to 
be of the white race. 


This “Father Divine” phenomena intrigues 
me. It is another of the periodic outbursts of 
religious emotion thai have swept over por- 
tions of the race from time to time. In mediaev- 
al days they swept over the whole of Chris- 
tendom, sending millions of men, women and 
children away on Crusades to die of hunger, 
hardship, disease and the sword. 

What is behind these emotional surges that 
have swept at times through France, Germany, 
Spain, Scotland and Wales, and that caused 
thousands in England to follow the preach- 
ing of Whitfield and Wesley? 

That the “Father Divine” movement selects 
as its god one of the poorer physical specimens 
of the negro race, doesn't prejudice, though it 
interests me. All one can ask of a religion is 
that it brings spiritual comfort and suppo:t to 
the believer. Judged by this standard, the 
Father Divine movement outshines many of its 
more cultured and approved rivals. 

The stress and strain of the depression years 
have broken the spiritual resistance of multi- 
tudes. They see the churches as supporters of 
the existing state of things. So they turn to 
movements like the Townsend movement in the 
United States that promises every man and 
woman at sixty—the time of terror to many— 
an assured income of $200 a month, or to move- 
ments like the Father Divine movement, wiere 
in the “Heavens” he has established, they can 
get meals for fifteen cents, beds for a quarter, 
joyful singing, spiritual uplift and comforting 
assurances that Father Divine is God and will 
look after the welfare of all his “angels.” 

Every religious wave that ever smote 
Christendom was preceded by a period of want 
and uncertainty. Many of our preachers have 
sounded the same note, declaring that the de- 
pression years have been good for man because 
they “bring him back to God.”

Acid Fruits and 
Acidosis 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

“I have been told that I have too much acid 
in my system. Should I use acid fruit juice, 
such as orange juice and tomato juice, or are 
they bad for me?” This is a question taken 
from a letter on my desk and is a very common 
one. When the patient has that type of acidosis 
caused by eating too many of 
the acid forming foods, the 
best possible thing to du is 
to eat more of the alkaline 
forming foods, including fruit 
juices. 

I find that in the minds of 
many people there exists a 
great deal of confusion over 
this acid fruit question. A 
long time ago, when foods 
were first classified, certain 
fruits were called acid fruits

on account of the fruit acids which they con- 


tain. However, after these fruits have been 
burned in the body they produce an alkaline 
ash and are, therefore, alkaline forming foods. 
As such, they have the highest value in balanc- 
ing the acids which are present when the pa- 
tient has been using too large a quantity of the 
acid forming foods. 

When the patient consumes too many of the 
foods which leave an acid ash in the body, he 
is likely to suffer from the most common torm 
of acidosis, which is caused by wrong diet and 
is easily corrected by using more of the alkaline 
forming foods. This type of acidosis is quite 
prevalent and is best overcome by using an 
abundance of those foods which leave an alka- 
line ash. 

Some of the symptoms found in the common 
type of acidosis are headache, a tired feeling, 
loss of appetite, and weakness. In many patients 
the first symptom of acidosis is a feeling of be- 
ing slowed down. 

A better name for the condition now known 
as acidosis would be “lowered alkalinity.” The 
term acidosis might readily lead the average 
person to believe that the blood is overly acid, 
which is incorrect. During life, the blood al- 
ways presents an alkaline reaction and when 
what is called acidosis exists, it only means a 
lowered alkalinity. If even a drop of acid is 
added to this alkaline water, the alkaline reac- 
tion is lowered in just that degree. If drop after 
drop of acid is added, the mixture finally be- 
comes neutral. In the body a simliar phenome- 
non takes place when, through wrong habits of 
living, the alkaline reserve of the blood is re- 
duced. The blood is then less alkaline, but is 
really not acid. 

As a general rule to follow in preserving the 
alkalinity which is so desirable for heal@h, it is 
a good plan to balance the diet so that you are 
using more alkaline forming foods than you are 
acid forming foods. If you would like a list of 
common foods, telling you which ones are alka- 
line forming and which ones are acid forming, 
I will be glad to send it to you. The name of 
the article is called THE ACID-ALKALINE 
BALANCE and it will be forwarded to those 
who write to me and enclose one large, self- 
addressed envelope and ten cents.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION: Mrs. W. S. A. writes: “I am 
troubled by my eyes hurting when I try to read 
and the print seems to blur, While I do not 
have a lieadache, my head sometimes seems to 
fee] heavy. I have always been a great reader 
and when I am unable to pick up a book or a 
magazine, my chief recreation is taken away 
from me. What do you think is wrong?” 

ANSWER: It is probable that your symp- 
toms are arising from eye strain. The best 
advice I may give you is to have the eyes 
tested, to find out if you need glasses. Eye 
strain frequently results from over-use of the 
eyes in close reading, especially when an eye 
defect such as nearsightedness or farsightedness 
exists and is uncorrected by suitable lenses. 
While you are to be commended for learning 
from books and magazines, remember that in- 
door recreation such as reading, should be bal- 
anced by outdoor exercise such as walking. Try 
to vary your interests so that, at the same time 
you build up your mind, you also build up the 
body.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date (Tuesday) in 1832 
Lord Gosford, then governor-gen- 
eral, signed a bill passed by the 
Legislature of Lower Canada in- 
corporating the Champlain and 
St. Lawrence Railway Company, 
the first railway project in Can- 
ada. The charter empowered the 
company to build a railway from 
St. Johns, on the Richelieu, to La- 
prairie, above Montreal, opposite 
Lachine, whence connection was 
to be made with Montreal by 
steamer across Lake St. Louis. 

The incorporators included John 
Molson, the Montreal brewer who 
had built the first steamer on the 
St. Lawrence (The Accommoda- 
tion) in 1809; Hon. Peter McGill, 
afterwards president of the Bank 
of Montreal; and Jason C., Pierce 
of New York. Mr. McGill was 
chairman of the board and super- 
intended the construction, which 
was not completed until 1836. 

The railway was formally open- 
en by a parliamentary excursion

on July 23, 1836, when two trains 
were run to St. Johns, one drawn 
by the first locomotive, the other 
by horses. There was a banquet 
at the Richelieu town, but when 
the party got back to Laprairie at 
night, but it was found that the 
steering gear of the steamer had 
gone wrong and it was necessary 
for them all to stay on board all 
night. But nobody worried. There 
was plenty of wine and whiskey 
on board and every one, from 
Governor-General down to the 
habitants who handled the wood 
slabs for the steamer’s furnaces, 
had a swell time, but there were 
some headaches in Montreal the 
next evening! 

The centennial of the opening 
of this first railway in Canada 
is to be observed at Montreal this 
summer, when, among other 
things, there will be an exhibition 
illustrating the progress of rail- 
roading in Canada within the 
century.

ALBERTA DEBT 
LAWS RAPPED 
BY MERCHANT 


A. C. MacKay Charges 
Debtors Hide Behind 
Legislation 


“Alberta is the only province in 
Canada where we can't send a man 
to jail for failure to pay his debts,” 
declared A. C. MacKay, secretary 
of the Alberta Provincial Board of 
the Retail Merchants Association 
when he spoke on debt legislation 
during the course of his report at 
the Monday afternoon session of 
the merchantmen’s annual conven- 
tion now in progress at the Mac- 
donald hotel. 

“Not that we want to send them 
to jail,” he hurriedly equalified his 
statement, which had left the dele- 
Rates just a little startled. “We 
Gon’t want the press and public to 
go away with the idea that we 
merchants want to be harsh with 
debtors . . . but we must have some 
action where people who are able 
to pay, avoid payment and take 
protection behind the debt legis- 
lation.” 


ATTACKS NEWSPAPERS 

As newsmen, working on the 
convention, hurriedly scribbled 
down his statements, Secretary 
MacKay leveled an accusing finger 
at them: “I don’t want you to get 
these things wrong as usual,” he 
warned, only a few minutes after 
he had rapped daily newspapers for 
editorials criticizing the proposed 
coding of business as an attack on 
the interests of the consumer. 

Delegates sprang to the floor and 
@emanded that the stand of the 
retail merchants on “jail for cdebt- 
ors” be explained to avoid any 
misunderstanding. 

“What we want,” said one dele- 
gate, “is that Alberta enact such 
legislation as is now in effect in 
Ontario. In that province a debtor 
is brought before the court, his 
assets and liabilities scrutinized and 
the judge orders certain payments 
made to the creditor. If these pay- 
ments are not forthcoming, the 
debtor goes to jail for contempt of 
court.” 

LAWS BRANDED “UNJUST” 

Debt adjustment legislation, the 
Farmers’ Creditors’ Arrangement 
Act and the Debt Adjustment Act 
were branded “iniquitous,” “unfair” 
and “unjust” by the secretary in 
his report, and he advised that in 
future when such legislation i¥ un- 
der consideration, merchants 
should maintain a strong lobby to 
protect their interests, 

President W. W. Gillender, of 
Drumhelier, preceded Sccretary 
MacKay with the presidential re- 
port, and he, too, took a crack at 
debt legislation. 

Codes were the main subject of 
his report, however, and he said 
that until such legislation is brought 
down, only big business will enjoy 
prosperity while the consumer and 
the small retailer will continue to 
slave in serfdom. 


STIR UP TROUBLE 


Branding opponents of the codes 
as “uninformed,” President Gillen- 
cer claimed that dissenters have 
been attempting to stir up trouble 
by raising the false bogeys of price 
fixing and danger to the consum- 
ers’ purses. 

“Nothing is further from the 
truth than the claims of these dis- 
senters,” he said. “Price fixing is 
not mentioned in the Master Code 
which has been drawn up for the 
mutual benefit of both consumer 
and the small retailer.” 

“Competition is no longer the life 
of trade,” .he concluded.

The Peak Load Of Tariff 
Privilege

By way of putting a streamlined effect on the tarrif struc- 
ture erected by the late Conservative administration, the follow- 
ing provisions were added to the Criminal Code:

“Section 406 is further amended by inserting the following 
“sub-section:: 


“3. (a) Every person who publishes or causes to be published 
“any advertisement containing any statement or guarantee of the 
“performance, efficacy, or length of life of any product for the 
“purpose of either directly or indirectly promoting the sale or 
“disposal of such product and which statement or guarantee is 
“not, based upon an adequate and proper test, shall be guilty of an 
“offence and liable upon summary conviction to a fine not ex- 
“ceeding $200, or to six months’ imprisonment, or to both fine 
“and imprisonment; Provided that any person publishing any 
“such advertisement accepted in good faith in the ordinary course 
“of his business shall not be subject to the provisions of this sub- 
“section: 

“(b) Without excluding any other adequate and proper test, 
“a test by the honorary advisory council for scientific and indus- 
“trial research or any other public department shall be consid- 
“ered an adequate and proper test for the purposes of this sub- 
“section, but no reference shall be made in any such advertise- 
“ment to the fact that a test has been made by such council or 
“other public department: 


“(c) On any prosecution under this sub-section, the burden 
“of proof that an adequate and proper test has been made shall 
“lie on the defendant.” 


The protection afforted to newspapers is altogether illusory, 
because the authorities establish the rule that no one can claim 
to have acted “in good faith in the ordinary course of business” 
in respect of a statutory prohibition by simply refraining from 
asking questions and taking the money. 


It is difficult to see how any imported product could be ad- 
vertised without committing an offence; because the truth of the 
advertisement is no defense; it is the lack of a test which is the 
offence. 


Alvertising fresh milk or fresh eggs or fresh butter has its 
dangers; also the old slogan “our coal does burn longer” will 
land the proclaimer behind the bars. 


This amendment to the code is an indirect method of bring- 
ing civil rights in the provinces under Dominion control.

WESTERN LITERATURE 

Editor Bulletin: In one of your 
columns I noticed a comment to 
the effect that any decrier of 
Western Literature is “false unto 
his country.” I should like to 
point out that I am not attempt- 
ing to decry Western Literature, 
for as yet I have seen none worth 
decrying.

Editor Bulletin: Much secrecy

It is without a doubt the most 
drastic and impudent atttempt to 
control business that has ever 
been put forth anywhere outside 
of Italy and Germany. If this is 
not an example of Fascism there 
is no such thing. 

There is to be a round table 
conference of businessmen spon- 
sored by the Retail Merchants’ 
Association which, in the opinion 
of many does not represent the 
true voice of even the smal! busi- 
ness man at which this code is 
to be discussed. This is to be

RETROACTIVE 


LEGISLATION 
~ OBJECTED TO 


Giroux Opposes Principle 
Incorporated in Gov- 
ernment Bill 


Vigorous objection was taken in 
the legislature on Monday by L. A. 
Giroux, Liberal, Grouard, to the 
principle incorporated in a govern- 
ment bill, of making legislation re- 
troactive.

Every debtor can put himself, 
irrespective of circumstances un- 
der the first head, if he chooses 
to, and falls ipso facto into the 
second category if he refuses to. 

Our law apparently knows no 
such classification and protects 
all the farmers alike, to the detri- 
ment of every moral principle in- 
volved. 

I must quote you a case and I 
want you to follow my analysis 
and call me wrong, if I am so. 

J. P., farmer, appeared in my 
store, July, 1933, with a_heart- 
rending plan for a sack of flour 
and minor basic necessities for a 
wife and children. He “would 
never forget me and always ap- 
preciate it.” Who would be so 
heartless to refuse a_ starving 
man, if he can help it? He ob- 
tained the goods. 

J. P. called again, (now I must 
stress J. P. never bought of me 
before). J. P. explained he need- 
ed a little more. He already was 
my protege. It naturally gives 
one a feeling of elalicn to be of 
use to somebody, So J. P. ob- 
tained a few more necessities of 
life. J. P, called again and again 
till late into the fall. J. P. ob- 
tained $60.00 in flour, sugar, tea, 
etc., for his several children. But 
J, P. did not return one cent, in 
fact J. P. never showed his face 
again that fall. 

When I again viewed this speci- 
men I explained to him, that if 
he only gave me a little business 
in cash, it would help matters, 
even if he could not cover the 
bill. But J. P. does not heed. He 
comes to town, but buys from 
another store. J. P. has enough 
to spend, considerable in the beer 
parlor, poolroom and on moon- 
shine occasionally, but J. P. can- 
not meet his obligations. 

If J. P. could not meet his bill, 
and if he came in and explained 
matters, and bought a miserable 
dollar's worth or spent his small 
government pension, showing ap- 
preciation, then I should classify 
him under heading No. 3; as it 
is he falls into the category of 
the worst eneniies of what we 
call human decency. Why our 
law protects vermin like that and 
makes us country merchants the 
scapegoats, I can only explain 
by our own ignorance and lack 
of action. 

The retail merchants meet this 
week. Bring in a strong protest 
and challenge our legislature to 
devise laws, equally protective to 
all, farmers and merchants aitke, 
and express our resolution that 
while we appreciate the protec- 
tion of the lamb against the wolf, 
we demand protection against the 
predatory inhuman who obtains 
goods under false pretense and 
hides behind the law.

ROME, Feb. 25.—Attacked by 
Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden 
in the House of Commons Monday 
for making a “sensation” out of the

flax—at a profit. 


At Lacombe flax will yield from 
fifteen to twenty bushels per acre. 
When this yield is considered in 
conjunction with the current price 
of flax—and the fact that the mar- 
ket would indicate that another 


million bushels annually are 


re- 


quired in Canada alone—it would 
seem quite safe to suggest that for 
the next few years at least, flax 
should prove one of the most prof- 


itable of farm crops.

Face Problem 


In Ethiopia 


“To rescue the millions of na- 
| tives of Ethiopia from the vile and 
wretched practices of the scheming 


ignorant “medicine men” and to 
help them back to health and hap- 
piness through the application of 
modern up-to-date methods,” is the 
great task facing the small hand- 
ful of medical missionaries in tha‘ 
land today, according to a vivid 
vignette of life and service there, 
given by Miss Maria Hasendc’, 
nurse at the Seventh-Day Adventis: 
Hospital in Dessyc where she 1s 
known as the “white medicine -wo- 
man.” 

Opened during a period of pol- 
itical upheaval, the institution 
which is the only medical centre 
within a radius of 200 miles, has 
had an interesting céreer, climax- 
ed several weeks ago by its bomb- 
ing by Italians. 

Before the advent of the medica! 
missionary, Ethiopians were treat- 
ed in the unscientific and primitive 
methods of the medicine men, or © 
their own relatives. For instance 
lif the patient felt pain, the skin 
was seared with a red hot iron anc 
today scarcely any one is found 
who has not traces of these, burn 
on his body. 

The distrust, and fear of the 
white ministers sewn by jealous 
native doctors, and the depiorabi: 
conditions they have created with 
their mistaken treatments, are reai 
problems. Family councils, too, arc 
great obstacles to surgical treat- 
ment. Though convinced of the ne- 
cessity for an operation, the pati- 
ent must obtain the consent of an 
assembly of his relatives, neighbor 
and priests. One ins‘ance of this 
tragedy cited by Miss Hasendc: 
concerned a young soldier who suf- 
fered an open fracture of the shin- 
bone. The wound was terribly in- 
fected and amputation was impecr- 
ative to save the man’s life. First, 
however, he had to summon his 
| father, who was eight days distant 
Then for two more Cays 12 of his 
relatives met in eounv:il behind the 
hospital, only to arrive at the con- 
clusion that it was ‘better to be 
buried with one’s two legs than 
only one.” Thus the ,atient wa 
| carried back to his home and to 
his grave. 

At present, howevey, over 100 
persons are treated at the hospital! 
| daily. Nearly all medicines and 
| services are given without remun- 
| eration, for the natives have little 
or no money, but for injections, and 
| the ‘more important treatinents, the 
patient brings a sheep, a chicken, 
some wood or a little corn.

Palming Is Excellent 
For Refreshing Eyes

An equally 
effective method of resting tired 
eyes is to make little pads of cot- 
ton, moisten them with cold water 
or witch hazel, and lay them over 
your closed eyes. These pads should 
be permitted to remain on the eyes 
for at least 10 minutes, while you 
telax your entire body,

POLICY DETAILS 
OF TEA MARKET 
BOARD BARED 


Precise details of the constitution 
and policy of the lately formed In- 
ternational Tea Market Expansion 
Board are now available in the form 
of an explanatory note issued by 
the chairman of the board, Sir Al- 
fred Pickford. 

The International Tea Market Ex- 
pansion Board acts on behalf of 
the three chief tea producing coun- 
tries, namely, the Netherlands, East 
Indies, Ceylon and India, in all of 
which control has been made statu- 
tory; and the task which it has un- 
dertaken, with a full realization 
that results can only be gradually 
and laboriously achieved, is to ac- 
celerate the world’s consumption of 
tea, until it overtakes potential pro- 
duction. , 

The board consists of six ordin- 
ary members, two nominated by 
each of the three parent bodies, 
viz., the Amsterdam Tea Associa- 
tion, The Ceylon Tea Propaganda 
Board and the Indian Tea Cess 
Committee, and three technical 
members, one nominated by each 
of the aforesaid bodies. Though the 
nominees of each parent body are 
of course the mouthpiece of any 
representations which it may wish 
to make to the board, their supreme 
objective is to bring about by what- 
ever means and with the assistance 
of whatever inducements seern best 
fitted to each particular locality, 
an incerased demand for tea 
throughout the world.

In Advance Easiest 


| What New York 
Is Wearing

A few days ago I went to a lunch- 


tion of one of the mid-western 
states. There were interesting talks 
by well known dietitians from all 
over the country, but my thrill 
came when, dur- 
ing the general 
discussion, they 
all agreed that 
breakfast is a very 
important meal 
and that it should 
be hearty enough 
to nourish the 
body, reducing 
diet or not. For 
years J have crus-* 
aded for adequate 
breakfasts for ev- 
@rybody. If one 
meal must be 
slighted, let it be 
luncheon; but let every man, wo- 
man and child eat enough break- 
fast to take him through the morn- 
ing. 

T'll grant that the breakfast is a 
difficult meal to plan. There's little 
opportunity for variety. It usually 
has to be prepared hurriedly and 
oftener than not eaten at top speed 
Then there's the morning lack of 
appetite to contend with. 


PLAN FAR IN ADVANCE 

But if breakfast menus were 
planned like the rest of the meals, 
several days or a week in advance, 
it would be much easier for the 
home-maker to get completely 
away from hackneyed combinations. 
The meal should be thought out so 
that a minimum of time will be re- 
quired in its preparation, and plen- 
ty of time be allowed for serving 
and eating. Eating against time is 
no aid to digestion and may cause 
serious trouble, particularly for 
children, 

The age, food habits and activi- 
ties of each person have much to 
do with the type for breakfast re- 
quired. Weather conditions also 
influence the menu. 

With the coming of spring, pan- 
cakes lose some of their popular- 
ity although they still taste pretty 
good on raw spring mornings. 
Heavy cereals and hot muffins can 
be replaced by lighter cereals and 
toast. Rice with butter and cinna- 
mon or sugar and cream makes a 
very satisfactory cereal for an oc- 
casional breakfast. Eggs are spe- 
cially suited to the spring break- 
fast, since they are less expensive 
at this season. 

Fresh fish are plentiful during 
the spring months and are quickly 
cooked. Smoked and salted fish al- 
ways are available and are savory 
and appetizing.

Proposed Pact With Cal- 
gary Firm Tabled for 
Special Meet 


Due to an unusually heavy 
agenda Monday night, city coun- 
cil tabled the recommended inter- 
connection agreement between 
the city and Caigary Tower Com- 
pany for discussion at a special 
meeting later in the week. 


In a special report to council, 
Commissioner David Mitchell, who 
is confined to his home through ill- 
ness, supports the recommendation 
of the other two commissioners that 
the city enter into an interconnec- 
tion pact with the company for at 
least a three-year period. 


RESERVE POWER 


Mr. Mitchell points out that the 
city's plant is at present inadequate 
and provision must be made for re- 
serve power facilities during the 
period it will require to extend the 
plant.” 

“A standby or interconnection 
agreement with the power com- 
pany for a limited period is not 
inconsistent with, and does not in 
the least retard council's policy 
of development of the city plant.

large capital expenditure for the 
present by taking advantage of a 
power supply from the Calgary 
Pewer Co.

CLIMB ABOVE 
1934 FIGURE 


Direct relief last year cost Ed- 
monton $515,553.31, exactly $54,- 
450.06 more than 1934, when the 
expenditure was $461,103.25, accord- 
ing to complete returns prepared by 
Relief Manager H. F. McKee and 
released Tuesday. 

Gross expenditure for 1935 was 
$1,098,855.39, of which the govern- 
ment share was $583,302.08, Corre- 
sponding figures for 1934 were 
$1,096,332.14 and $635,228.89, re- 
spectively, showing a larger gov- 
ernment contribution two years 
ago. 

Administration of relief last yeas 
cost $51,370.15, of which the senior 
governments paid nothing. Admin- 
istration expenses for 1934 totalled 
$51,660.25, which, less the govern- 
ment share of $11,250, mean a net 
bill to the city of $40,410.25.

been placed on farms under the 
three-way Dominion-provincial- 
municipal land settlement plan, 
according to information made 
available in the legislature. Of 
these only 50 are now self-sup- 
porting and approximately 50 per 
cent of the total have a chance 
to make good in the future, it is 


reported. 

This city led in the 
families sent out under the scheme, 
with 295, while Calgary sent 184; 
Medicine Hat 33; Lethbridge 16; 
four from: Wetaskiwin; seven from 
towns; eight from villages; 52 from 
rural municipal districts; 16 from 
local improvement districts, and 22 
from the Turner Valley district. 


SCHEME GROWS 

In 1932, when the scheme was 
first inaugurated, 51 families were 
sent out. This number was increas- 
ed to 314 in 1933 and then a reduc- 
tion was recorded in 1934, when 223 
were sent out. The total dropped 
in 1935 to 63, and none have been 
sent out this year. 

Under this three-way plan, a $600 
loan is provided, which is borne in 
equal measure by the three contrib- 
uting governments. It is appor- 
tioned out with a percentage spent 
in each of three years. 

The report indicates that more 
than one-third of the settlers ap- 
plied for assistance during the third 
year and those in charge of ad- 
ministering the scheme considered 
it advisable during the last year to 
arrange an increase in the monthly 
sustenance allowance. : 

About 50 per cent of the 651 fam- 
ilies have taken up homesteads and 
the rest have arranged for purchase 
of farm lands on the deferred pay- 
ment plan. 


SOME MAKE GOOD 

Inspectors’ reports state that 50 
per cent of the families have 
either “good” or “fair” chances of 
success and the rest are classified 
either as “poor,” “dou'.ful” or 
“abandoned.” 

It is reported that larger cities 
are not enthusiastic over the plan, 
or its continuation or until it is 
definitely known what percentage 
of the families already setfled will 
make good.

Supreme Court 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.--A 
challenge to the legality of the New 
Deal's entire relief structure was 
before the Supreme Court today for 
a possible speedy review. 

The sweeping assault against the 
administration's spending powers, 
involving billions, comes from the 
Louisville land owners who were 
victorious in lower courts in oppos- 
ing the attempt of the Federal gov- 
ernment to take land for slum 
clearance and low cost housing pro- 
jects. They described the projects 
as “Communistic.” 

Government lawyers 
quested review of the Louisville 
case, argued, however, that only 
the narrow question of the con- 
demnation of private property fo: 
a housing project was involved. 

The court agreed to review the 
case and hear oral arguments the 
week of March 2.
